Mr. speaker brought out a few less 
important points and Judge Young be- . 
gun the cross examination. 
He paid 
particular attention to massed epilepsy, 
showing by Doctor Parke that while 
that form of the disease was almost en­ 
tirely confined to the night, it would be 
apparent in the morning. There may 
be remission tor rears, but recovery is 
almost out of the question. 
Judge 
Young brought a number of authorities 
showing that the disease became appar­ 
ent after lying dormant for years. 
In­ 
temperate habits would tend to bring 
about an attack. 
"I see from where I sit the protrusion 
over his right eye, and I think there 
should be an equal depression on each 1 
side” he said in response to a question. 
I have never seen an authority which 
says that the patient is not responsible 
for a time before or after an attack.!’ 
From this Judge Young turned to 
paresis, and the doctor w as questioned a ! 
great many times during the examina- j 
tion. 
Nothing of very great impor* ! 
trace was shown. The doctor acknowl­ 
edged the disease w*as indicated when 
the nerve centers w*ere attacked. The 
change in the personality was first no­ 
ticed, the patient becoming depressed, I 
again exultant. 
If the patient had 
undergone a change in disposition, the , 
doctor would look upon it as an indi- 
(adion. 
The 
cross-examination, so far as it 
dealt with the tests,w*as severe. Doctor 
Parke said he w*as not in sympathy with 
the electrical tests, and he thought they 
had a very good reason for it. 
"I have 
used it a great deal, and found it very 
unsatisfactory.” 
"H e had no exultation or depression,” j 
said the doctor iii describing Robison. 
; "There was no intellectual perversion. 
If he had a mark of intellectual delus­ 
ion, such as saying the garden was full 
of tacks, he might still be sane. That is 
not a test of insanity.” 
"Can you account for the symptoms 
in the prisoner on any other ground 
than paresis?” asked Mr. Speaker. 
"I can’t.” 
Mr. Speaker continued the examina­ 
tion for the best part of an hour, and 
when he had ended, Judge Young took 
up the thread for a few minutes, but 
brought out no particularly interesting 
matter. Court adjourned a few minutes 
before noon.

Ether, it has been discovered by a 
Danish experimenter, has on plant* a" 
effect exactly the reverse of that which 
it lins on animals, and instead of put­ 
ting them to sleep will awaken them 
even from that deep slumber which or­ 
dinarily nothing but the 
arrival of 
spring eau disturb. 
The plants to Im 
etherized are placed in airtight boxes 
or giufs cylinders, according to size, anc1 
expns* <1 tit the fumes for from 24 to PA 
hours. By doing this in the fall the ac 
tivity which otherwise would not begin 
for months is started, and the plants, on 
removal from the etherizing chamber*- 
to a hothouse, at once leaf out, bud 
and blossom in a most surprising way. 
As yet only willows, hyacinths aud 
lilacs have been tried, aud in many in­ 
stances well developed 
flowers wert 
produced before Christmas. With lilacs 
the success was especially great, but 
this is believed to be due simply to the 
accidental hitting iii their case of just 
the right amount of ether to administer. 
I It is believed that further experiments 
will reveal the best procedure to follow 
with other plants and that the discovery 
will be of vast importance to florists, 
enabling them to control with accuracy 
the out of season blossoming of any 
plant. 
The process is inexpensive aud 
easy of application, the only danger 
connected wTith it being that of fire, as 
the ether fumes are ready to burst into 
flames on 
small 
provocation.—New 
York Times.

FIRE ALARM BOXES. 


T he M ech anism T hat Sum m ons n e lp In 
Cane o f F ire. 
Charles T. Hill contributes an article 
entitled “ An Alarm of Fire by Tele­ 
graph” to St. Nicholas, describing the 
Ani alarm system of New York. 
Con­ 
cerning th t lire alarm boxes Mr. HUI 
writes: This box form* part of a lamp­ 
post, the pent being so constructed that 
the box is inserted in the middle. The 
box is painted a bright red, and the 
lamp at night, shows a red light, thus 
making it easily discernible either by 
day or night. 
The wires from tho box 
are conveyed down through the center 
of the post to conduits buried in the 
street and t h 
e 
n 
c 
e 
on to fire headquarters. 
White letters on a rod pane of glass. 
in the lamp over the box, give directions 
how to wind an alarm. The same direc­ 
tions in raised letters are found on the 
face of the box. 
If we turn the large 
brass handle on the outside as far as it 
w ill go, a loud gong will ring inside. 
This is not tho alarm, but simply a 


I warning bell to notify the policeman on 
the beat that tho box is boing opened 
and to prevent the sending in of m ali­ 
cious or false alarms of fire. an offense 
that is punishable in New York state 
by a fine of I IOO and one year’s impris­ 
onment. Turning this handle as far as 
it will go opens the outer door, and we 
f i n d inside another door, with a slot at 
the left hand side, and at the top of this 
slot a hook projecting. By pulling down 
this hook once aud releasing it we set 
at work certain clockwork mechanism 
inside, and this sends in tile alai in. 
When the first officer arriving at a 
fire discovers that it is of enough im ­ 
portance to warrant his sending for re- 
enforcements, he opens this inner door 
and with the Morse key sends in a sec­ 
ond, third, fourth, fifth or sixth alarm, 
as the ruse may be, or a call for any 
special apparatus that he may need. 
The inspectors of boxes can also cairj 
bn a conversation in the Morse alphabet 
with the operator at headquarters on 
this key and sounder.
